next Wednesday. 


The police say that according to a 


witness, Mrs. Georgia Cilley, a tenant 
in his house, Mr. Duffy, who is eccen- 
tric, sent for Officer Colson to quell 
small boys who were staging a noisy 
night 
before 
celebration nearby. 


When the officer, in company with Ar- 
thur Bennett, went to the house. Col- 
eon asked the aged man If he had a re- 
volctr. According to the witness the 
o'.d man suddenly shot the officer In 
the stomach. 


Colson dropped dead, and McDufCy, 


it is alleged, then shot Bennett, who 
ran a short distance, then fell to 
the 


jjround fatally 
wounded. 
He 
was 


picked up and hurried to the Cottage 
hospital, but 
died before 
reaching 


there. 


The- alarm spread quickeiy and 
a 


call was sent to the fire department to 
assist the police. In the 
meantime, 


McDufly fled into his home and 
re- 


fused to come out. The authorities 
and the firemen surrounded the house 
and guarded all possible avenues of 
escape and prepared for a struggle be- 
fore capturing their quest. 
A little 


later. A little later McDuffy's young 


daughter appeared and declared he 
father would come out if he was as 
sured of proper protection. 
This wa 


agreed to and the alleged murdere 
surrended himself to the officers, com 
ing out of the house, with his hand 
held above his head and disarmed. 
H^ 


was followed to the police station by a 
large crowd, many shouting for mob 
violence. 


McDuffy is a native of Exeter and 


•has always been an eccentric charac 
ter. He lived on the Newmarket road 
for many years until he moved into 
one of hia tenements 
on Franklin 


street. In hia younger days he wag 
very fond of firearms and was an ex- 
pert marksman with the revolver. 


Officer Colson wag 'a native of Cher- 


ryfleld, Me., but came to Exeter when 
a young man. He became a member 
of the police force at the time of the 
death of Chief Beverly S. McGaughey 
In 1914. He and Mrs. Colson had for 
many years conducted a fraternity 
boarding house for students at Phillips 
Exeter Academy. 
He~ia survived by 


his widow and two daughters, Mrs. 
May Drake of Rye and -Miss Ethel Col- 
son, an employe of the Exeter Bank- 
ing company. 


Mr. Bennett was a painter by occu- 


pation and was a neighbor and inti- 
mate friend of Officer Colson. 
He Is 


survived by his widow and one daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Morris Cottrell of 
Exeter 


and a brother, Samuel Bennett, also of 
Exeter.
